The first hearing on Upland’s 
proposed $8.9 million budget for 
1976-77 revealed differences of 
opinion between the city staff and 
newly elected Councilman Bill 
Bottin, who is chairman of the 
council’s budget committee. 

The proposed budget, which is an 
increase of some $880,000 over last 
year, includes an additional 16 
employes and more than $1 million 
in capital outlays. The preliminary 
budget anticipates a deficit of 
$67,000. 

Bottin Monday night questioned 
Finance Director Bob Kendro’s 
methods of arriving at income and 
expenditure estimates and noted 
that the estimates show ‘‘a great 
deal of conservatism’’ in some 
areas and ‘‘just the opposite’’ in 
others. 

Without an accurate figure of city 
revenues, Bottin said it would be 
difficult to decide how much to 
spend. 

‘Where are we really?’’ he asked 
and pointed out that estimated 
revenues for next year are actually 
less than the city has already 
collected in nine months this year. 

Kendro defended the 
‘“‘conservative’’ estimates as a long- 
time city policy and commented it is 
easier to spend extra money than to 
cut items when revenues don’t 
materialize. 

If revenues fall only one per cent 
lower than the estimate, the city 
would lose $80,000, Kendro said and 
added the conservative estimates 
allow a cushion for that kind of 
eventuality. 

Cities which try ‘‘to hit the lid” 
with their estimates, carry 
unappropriated contingency funds of 
$100,000 to cover unexpected 
deficits, he noted.

The proposed budget does not 
include federal revenue sharing: 
funds, or Comprehensive Training 
and Employment Act (CETA) 
funds, which are not yet assured. 
The budget also does not consider 
revenues from selling refuse 
disposal equipment to the private 
contractor. 

If the CETA funds are provided, 13 
of the proposed 16 additional 
employes would be paid with CETA 
funds rather than through the city 
budget. The remaining three 
employes (fire fighters) would 
become permanent employes paid 
through city funds. 

Revenue estimates total $8,200,181 


with an additional $700,000 already 
on hand for capital outlays. Total 
expenditures are estimated at 
‘$8,967,562 leaving an estimated 
deficit of $67,000. 

Property taxes, estimated at $2.1 
million, are the largest revenue 
source at 26 per cent of the .total. 
Other major sources are water 
operations, $1.5 million (18.9 per 
cent); sales and other taxes, $1.4 
million (17.4 per cent); services, 
$1.2 million (14.6 per cent); and 
other agencies, $1.2 million (14.6 per 
cent). 

The city’s largest expenditure is 
public safety at $2.3 million - 26 per 
cent of the total expenditures. 


School boundary 
changes planned 


Upland School District Board of 
Trustees has slated a public hearing 
7 p.m. Tuesday at Baldy View 
School to consider three alternate 
plans for school attendance 
boundaries. 

A 16-member Citizens’ Committee 
on School District Boundaries 
presented the three alternatives 
which would require extensive 
boundary changes for seven 
elementary schools. 

The committee worked to 
formulate plans that would alleviate 
crowding and provide boundaries 
that would be fairly permanent for 
3-5 years. 

The junior high schools, which 
have no crowding problems, were 
excluded from the plan. Foothill 
Knolls and Upland elementary 
schools also would not be affected 
since they are involved in federally 
funded Title 1 programs which 
require smaller classes. : 

Fifth - grade students are 
eliminated from the boundary 
changes so they can complete their 
elementary school education at 
their present schools. 

In setting new boundaries, the 
citizens’ committee attempted to 
assign children to the closest school 
possible to preserve neighborhood 
schools.

QUESTION: Can you tell us what is taking place on the 
northwest section of Memorial Park? K.H. 

ANSWER: The general services park division is 
developing this section located along Foothill Boulevard. 
The face-lifting will include the shaping of existing trees, 
planting of grass and an automatic sprinkler system. The 
project is approximately 35 per cent complete.

Why is it thousands of 
people go through the agony 
of dieting, only to gain back 
the weight they tried so 
hard to lose? Clinical psy- 
chologists at the New Clinic 
for Behavior Therapy and 
Research in Montreal, 
Que., say it’s because they 
have not changed their 
eating habits petmanently. 


According to E. Ann 
Sutherland and Zalman 
Amit, who write about their 
weight-loss system in the 
May Reader's Digest, 
successful dieting is not so 
much a matter of what you 
eat but how — and what 
your attitudes toward food 
are. The approach at the 
clinic is to change these 
habits and attitudes; 
Sutherland and Amit say 
three quatters of the hun- 
dreds of men and women 
who have completed their 
program have kept their 
lost weight off for at least 
two years. 


“The best way to learn 
any new pattern of behavior 
is to break it down into 
small manageable parts 
and work through them step 
by step,” they write. As the 
fitst step in their program, 
participants write down 
every morsel they put in 
their mouth — with times, 
places (as at the table or on 
the run), with whom and un- 
der what circumstances — 
within 15 minutes of eating 
or drinking. Only after this 
record-keeping has been 
successfully mastered for a 
full week do you go on to 
step two.

Final stages include 
structuring your mealtime 
to avoid distractions, slow- 
ing down your eating time 
so that you won't overeat, 
and learning not to finish 
everything on your plate. 
All the while, and even 
three weeks after you have 
lost the weight you aimed 
for, you continue to keep 
eating records. By this time 
your new habits and at- 
titudes should be almost se- 
cond nature to you.

A memory becomes a movie 


‘Baby Blue Marine’ 


When 17-year-old Stanford 
Whitmore joined the U.S. Marines in 
1943, amid the deep fervor of 
patriotism generated by World War 
Il, he had an experience. 

While being processed in San 
Diego, he saw a bus load of rejects 
— “Baby Blue Marines” — who 
were on their way back home. 

“I felt sorry for them because 
they looked so very sad,” Whitmore 
recalled. ‘‘They were in essence 
emasculated. They ‘washed out’ of 
the Marines; ergo, they were less 
than men. That was the prevalent 
thinking in 1943.” 

Whitmore wrote the screenplay 
for the new Columbia Pictures 
release, ‘‘Baby Blue Marine.’’ 

According to the film’s makers, 
‘‘Baby Blue Marine” represents “a 
portrayal of a vanished world — a 
world of right and wrong; a world 
where there was such a thing as a 
‘noble war’; a world where a large 
percentage of Americans still lived 
in rural areas; a world wher2 the 
United States government was being 
run by men who had grown up on 
Andy Hardy movies.” 

Marion Hedgepeth, the Baby Blue 
Marine portrayed by Jan-Michael 
Vincent, doesn’t make the grade to 
graduate from boot camp to a‘full- 
fledged Marine. Rejected and 
dejected because he is unable to 
fulfill his aspirats to become a 
Marine, he feels that his life is 
worthless. 

Returning home, Marion stops in 
a small town and meets a young 
girl, Rose (Glynnis O’Connor), 
whose family takes him in. Marion 
finds acceptance and respect in the 
hamlet of Bidwell. He eventually 
falls in love with the teenager. 
Through a ries of events, he 
becomes a hero by performing an 
act of bravery worthy of any full - 
fledged Marine. 


Vincent is a fast-rising young 


actor who already has illustrated 
promise. His credits include 
portrayals in three Columbia 
Pictures films — ‘‘Buster and 
Billie,’’ the Richard Brooks’ 
wrestern “‘Bite the Bullet,” and 
“White Line Fever,’’ a recent 
Columbia release. 

Nineteen- year- old Glynnis 
O’Connor is well suited for the role 
of Rose as director John Hancock 
found with the instant chemistry 
between the young actress and 
Vincent during their first reading of 
the script. 

She made her film debut with a 
minor role in ‘Jeremy’ in 1972, 
then appeared as the female lead on 
the television series, ‘Sons and 
Daughters,” as well as in small 
roles in the movies- for- television, 
‘‘All Togheter Now’’ and ‘Someone 
I Touched.” 

After the completing ‘‘Baby Blue 
Marine,” she was signed to appear 
in the title role of the motion 
picture, ‘“Ode To Billie Jo.” 


Rigorous schedule 


Because ‘‘Baby Blue Marine” had 
a rigorous 32 - day shooting 
schedule on three different 
locations, Hancock rehearesed the 
entire script two weeks prior to the 
May 1975 start of principal 
photography. 

Since the film is essentially a love 
story, Hancock started with the 
relationship between Vincent and 
Glynnis O’Connor. Day by day, he 
added more cast characters to 
rehearsals and by the last few days, 
the entire cast was assembled to run 
through the script in continuity. 

A Harvard graduate whose 
background has been in the theater, 
Hancock believed that, because the 
film was to be shot out of continuity, 
the intensive rehearsals gave the 
actors the opportunity to experience 
both character and plot 


development. His preliminary 
sessions ultimately saved much 
shooting time. 

Filming 

The first week of filming took 
place in Los Angeles with two nights 
of work. The Los Angeles - based 
crew first filmed in downtown Los 
Angeles at the Hotel Hayward, a 
small auberge which is authentic to 
the period. The night shooting was 
done on the Paramount Studios back 
lot. The New York Street was 
utilized as background for the bus 
station exteriors, where Marion 
awaits the giant “hearse” to carry 
him home. A small agricultural 
community near Lake Pim served 
as the film unit’s final Southern 
California location. 

The second week of filming took 
place at Camp Pendleton, the 
largest U.S. Marine base within the 
U.S. The base served as the Marine 
recruit depot in the film’s opening 
segment. 

The next move was to McCloud, 
California, where the company 
spent four weeks. McCloud is a 
lumber town on the California - 
Oregon border with a population of a 
few thousand. Nearby Mt. Shasta 
served as a backdrop for those 
sequences. 

According to the, film makers, 
McCloud (named Bidwell for the 
film) is an ‘‘idyllic all-American 
town and the embodiment of the 1943 
American Drama — the type of 
town Norman Rockwell would have 
sketched. A Japanese relocation 
camp, that shameful relic of World 
War II, remains in Bidwell. The 
incarceration of Japanese in this 
camp proves to be the catalyst for 
Hedgepeth’s metamorphosis to 
manhood.”

Paprika is perfect garnish 


Bright color is nature’s 
own way of indicating 
prime eating quality, say 
the scientists, and one of 
nature’s own reds is 
paprika, The more brilliant 
its red color, the better we 
like it for numerous cooking 
purposes. So popular is 
paprika that we consume 
about 24 million pounds of 
this powder annually, 10 
million pounds of which are 
produced in California. 


The red-red of paprika is 
due to certain forms of 
carotene, a nutrient as well 
as a coloring matter which 
has existed in plants since 


the first ray of sunlight hit 
the earth. While carotene 
was named for its carroty 
color in dilution, it is violet 
in pure form. It occurs 
widely throughout nature in 
many brightly colored foods 
of plant origin. Once 
carotene has been eaten it 
turns to vitamin A in the 
process of digestion. 
Paprika is also rich in 
vitamin C, but in the 
amounts normally used, the 
spice is not significant 
nutritionally. 

Paprika is only sold in the 
ground form. It comes from 
certain strains of red 


pepper pods — generally 


very mild and sweet, but 
also available in nippier 
types. Hungarians, for 
example, have traditionally 
preferred paprika with 
some bite. Most paprika 
used in this country comes 
from Spain and California 
and is of the sweet, highly 
colorful type. 


Paprika is used as a 
garnish and flavor for all 
kinds of creamed and light- 
colored foods, i.e., Welsh 
rarebit, deviled eggs, 
mayonnaise dressings, 
white potatoes, cauliflower, 
salads, dips, canapes, 
chowders. 
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Combine crumbs and 
melted margarine.

Your heart has its own 
built-in pacemaker, a group 
of cells that send electrical 
impulses to the chambers of 
the heart. This electrical 
stimulation creates the 
heart's rhythmic beat — 
usually about 60-80 beats 
per minute. 

The impulses from the 
pacemaker first reach the 
atria (the heart’s two upper 
chambers), stimulate them 
to contract and then travel 
down to the ventricles (the 


Give house plant 
outdoor vacation 


Give your house plants an 
outdoor vacation this spring 
and summer. Most tropical 
plarits enjoy the high light 
entensities and humidity 
found outdoors, but be 
careful. Set them in the 
shade in a location 
protected from wind. Shade 
is necessary to keep the 
leaves adapted to low light 
intensities from sun- 
burning. Many houseplants 
are sensitive to drafty 
conditions. Outdoors these 
same plants are susceptible 
to drying winds which cause 
the plant to wilt rapidly. 

Growing farovite 
houseplant varieties, such 
as Ficus benjamina, 
weeping fig, in the shade 
outside has its advantages 
for the plant buff. Most 
houseplants need a good 
shower every few weeks to 
rinse off dust and grease 
that clog pores, and a light 
hosing becomes a_ simple 
task outdoors. In addition, 
the time spent under the 
shade of patio covers and 
trees during the growing 
season will encourage 
healthy dense foliage. By 
growing the plants in shade, 
the leaves produced will be 
acclimated to low light 
intensities. When fall 
comes, and it is time to end 
the outdoor vacation, the 
leaves will be prepared for 
lower light intensities found

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heart's two lower 
chambers) which contract a 
fraction of a second later. 

If anything goes wrong 
with the formation of these 
electrical impulses or their 
distribution throughout the 
heart, it will be reflected in 
a heart beat that may be too 
slow or too fast or 
irregular. Any such abnor- 
mal heart beat is called an 
arrhythmia. 

An arrhythmia may 
develop in either the atria 


or the ventricles. Its oc- 
currence does. not 
necessarily signify the 


presence of heart disease, 
although mary persons with 
heart disease do experience 
this disorder. 

The most common forms 
of arrhythmia, in either the 
atria or the ventficles, are 


in most homes. The shade 
grown plant will be less 
likely to go into shock when 
moved indoors than if the 
plant were grown in full sun 
all summer. 

Since Californians will 
spend much of their leisure 
time entertaining outdoors 
during the sunny months 
ahead, plan on potting up 
some tropical plants 
especially for the patio.

The premature beat oc- 
curs when the chamber sets 
off a beat of its won which 
may occur in addition to the 
normal beat or may cancel 
the next normal beat. 


Tachycardia occurs. when 
the chamber originates a 
series of beats at a faster 
rate than the pacemaker, 
which usually affects the 
rhythm of the entire heart. 


When one set of the 
chambers contracts very 
rapidly. irregularly and in 
an almost chaotic manner, 
the disorder is called 
fibrillation. Atrial fibrilla- 
tion usually has only a 
minor effect on the overall 
function of the heart, but 
when ventricular fibrilla- 
tion occurs the result is car- 
diae arrest. Unless the 
patient can be resuscitate 
within three or four 
minutes the attack Is fatal.

ty in their heart beat, and 
the arrhythmia is detected 
only when they are having a 
medical examination. 


Others are acutely aware of 
any irregularity, whether it 
is a single skipped beat or a 
rapid succession of regular 
beats. Whether one has 
heart disease or not, the 
person who detects abnor- 
mal heart beats should con- 
sult a doctor who will verify 
the abnormality with the 
aid of an electrocardiogram 
and provide treatment if in- 
dicated. 


Sometimes arrhythmia is 
caused by a ‘‘heart block” 
that is, there are in- 
terruptions in the pathways 
between the pacemaker and 
the ventricles. When this 
happens the patient has an 
extremely slow heart rate, 
may have attacks of diz- 
ziness and may lose con- 
sciousness. Aftifical 
pacemakers, which can be 
surgically implanted, 
successfully treat this type 
of arrhythmia.
